2. Claims 8-12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Jangg 
et al ("Dispersion Hardening of Aluminium with AI4C3''). 

Jangg et al discloses the claimed aluminum carbide particles within the claimed 
size dispersed in the claimed aluminium ((fig. 2 & 4). 

3. Claims 8-12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Das et 
al (5,045,278). 

Das et al discloses the claimed aluminum carbide particles in the claimed 
aluminum (column 6, lines 6 and fig 3). It is the examiner's position that the 
particles in fig 3 anticipated the claimed particle size.
